Some Seek Ancestors’ Prop­ 
erty, Others Money. 


New York - The recent court action 
brought in Washington, in an effort 
to clear the till** of nu inch-apd-a- 
half strip of land held by an asylum 
for 58 yours is only one of a series 
of lawsuits involving old estates and 
wills made scores of years ago. 
A suit which bore striking simi­ 
larity to this and which was likewise 
brought 
up 
in the nation’s capital 
about a year ago involved a claim 
for property in Maryland and Hie Dis 
trict of Columbia worth hundreds of 
millions 
of 
dollars. 
Mrs. 
Nellie 
Drake Pascoe, the plaintiff, said that 
just before her father died he told 
her of the possibility of her becom­ 
ing immensely wealthy and gave her 
documents showing that what are now 
the District of Columbia nnd Prince 
George’s county were at one time Hie 
proper tv of .Tames Anthony Dram* II, 
who came to America with Lord Bal 
tiniore’s party in 1934. 
Acreage Not Known. 
Dram*, according to one of the pa­ 
pers, bought land in the neighborhood 
of 
Beltsville. 
Md., 
and 
settled 
in 
Prince George's county. 
How many 
acres this property included is not 
definitely known, but it Was supposed 
to take in part of Washington, and 
it also extended five miles north and 
ten miles west. 
Although no infor­ 
mation exists that would throw any 
light on just how the land got out 
of D rakes possession, it is believed 
by the claimant that “squatters’’ took 
it. 
Although 
Washington has had Its 
share of such cases, i‘ cannot com 
pare with New York city as Hie claim­ 
ants’ paradise. 
It Is estimated that 
at least one suit Is brought every year 
in an effort to recover old Manhattan 
estates, 
in July, 1924, a New Jersey 
woman, 
eighty-two 
years 
old, 
an­ 
nounced that she intended to try to 
obtain a portion of the land supposed 
to have been left by Anoka Jans Bo- 
gardus. 
This myth, like many oth­ 
ers of its kind, originated in the tale-; 
that antient estate** remain unsettled 
on Manhattan island- 
The myth, however, had its incep­ 
tion in real history, for Anneke Jans 
inherited the land from her first hits 
hand. R o d e Jans, who purchased it 
In 1936

lease to im occupants, with ti claim** 
that It would revert to lier heirs when 
the period expired. 
A will is sup 
posed to have been made, but actually 
tile property was transferred tv* Hie 
governor of the province, and later 
Queen Anne presented it to Trinity 
church. 
Other Claimants. 
Two more claimants for Manhattan 
land were lured in February of the 
same year, 
when 
a woman in the 
South wrote to E. L. Brooks, assistant 
solicitor of the Title Guarantee and 
Trust company, In regard to ten acres, 
now 
densely 
populated, 
which 
she 
thought she had a rigid to claim. The 
other claim was concerned with an 
urea In Greenwich village, including 
Washington square. 
Other ancient lawsuits based, how­ 
ever. on stronger evidence, such as a 
deed or will, have lately been fought 
and won, after many years of liti­ 
gation costing thousands or millions 
of dollars. 
In December last, for In­ 
stance, a woman at elghty-three won 
a will fight extending over thirty-eight 
rears by finally establishing her rights 
as legitimate daughter of George M. 
Chapman, who died in 1887. 
Another aget! woman early this year 
obtained, at the age of sixty-six and 
after waiting near 15 years, $5,242 left 
her by an aunt 
The money had been 
placed in a bank to her credit, but it 
was brought out at the trial that tile 
niece had not known of the deposit or 
of the existence of tim book among 
lier aunt's effects.
